Cork. Ireland, Oct. 6.—(Associated 
Press)—Part of the city hall here waa 
destroyed by bombs at about four 
o'clock this morning. Six explosions 
‘were heard and were followed by con- 
elderab'e rifle fire. So far as known, 
there were no casualties 

The dimage was chiefly confined to 


the rooms tn the west end of tha 
bu'iding. One of thed&, which was 
used by the water qepartment, was 


burned out by fire, following the ex- 
Plosions and the department's boons 
and records for fifty years were de- 


| stroyed. 


The blaze was prevented from 
spreading by the stone partition walls. 


The adjoining rooms, oecupied by 
the department of public health, were 
damaged by explosions the theory be- 
ing that bombs were thrown into them 
through the windows, 


Large pieces of cast iron, like shell 
casings, and bite of metal simitar to 
shrapnel, were found in the debris. 

The offices of the engineer'ng de- 
partment, above the wrecked rooms, 
were not damaged, but many windows 
in front of the building were pierced 
by bullete. A bullet was fired through 
the window of a room occupied by the 
night watchman, who telephoned for 
the fire brigade when the firet explo- 
sion pccurred, 

Although the curfew limit had ex- 
pired an hour previous to the attack. 
the fire brigade wag ha'ted by patrols 
eat Parnell Bridge, leading to the &.- 
bert quay. upon which the city hall 
is aituated. 

The firemen, after come delay, were 
permitted to proceed. They succeed- 
ed in quenching the flames and saving 
the remainder of the building, It has 
not yet been decided whether the dire 
was caused by an incendiary bomb or 
from the ign'tion of gasoline. 

The reports on the occurrence say 
that from four to six explosions took 
place. Two explosions reported from 
the vicinity of the court house, in an- 
other part of the city, may be ac- 
counted for by the fact that an arm- 
ored ear caught fire there from back- 
firing. Shortly efter the explosions !n 
tho city he!) @ newsboy bringing news- 
papers from the railway station @aid 
he had been fired on as he was cross- 
ing the bridge, but was not hit, 

Barrack etrect, the ecene of yeater- 
aey's attack on a military lorry, was 
quiet throughout the night This 
street houses thousands of working 
people, most of whom, fearing repri- 
sals, spent the night with relatives and 
friends in the euburbs. 

Few of the people of Cork slept lest 
night. Firing was heard tn various 
parts of the city intermittently 
throughout the night, beginning short- 
ly after eleven o'clock. The people 
still are in a agate of terror, 

The only eye-witness of the explo- 
tions to be found said the first blast 
occurred at 8:57 oclock and another 
at 4:05 after which the flemes burst 
forth, An wnexploded hend grenade 
was found in the city nail this morn- 
ing.
